LONDON, April 3.—It ifl jnat a month 


•flince the so-called concert of the poif- 
«ra threatened the blockade of Crete, 
which hae proved quite Ineffectual, be- 
ing continually evaded, and today the 
anarchy la Crete and the confusion in 
European untmeele are woree than be- 
fore. The replies ofvthe parliamentary 
a ecretary for the foreign office, M. 
-Camra, to inquiries on the subject, 
show it to be by no meana certain that 
alt the powers have actually agreed to 
blockade the Greek porto. The latest 
news indicates that France and Italy 
are still averse to this courae. The fact 
is that the powers' distrust of each 
other reduces them to impotence. None 
of them want a general war, nobody 
being able to foresee what its eventual 
result would be. It /is believed that 
Russia and Germany aiid 
perhaps 


Austria want a localized war, hoping 
that Greece, being victorious, will lay 
Greece at the mercy of European dicta- 
tion. In the meantime the two com- 
batants, as well as the powers, hesitate 
to incur the tedium of commencing the 
conflict. 


Germany's attitude in setting on the 
other powers, white herself abstaining 
from any active share in the struggle, ia 
universally condemned ae being dis- 
graceful diplomatic betrayal. Russia IB 
evidently pitying her own game and 
while willing to send to Orete whatever 
troops the other powers euggeat, hopes 
that the blockade of Greece will incite 
the Greeks to. hostile action .on the 
frontier, something that seema to be ex- 
tremely probable, aa the King of Greece 
Btoutly maintains his original detennin-', 
atiou, and the premier, Mr. Delvannls, 
declares that nothing will prevent war 
if the powers persist in refusing their 
consent to the 
union of Orete and 


Greece. Russia is confident that Greece 
will lose the first battle and that Bul- 
garia and Servia will not move except at 
Russia's orders. 


The admirals of the foreign fleets in 


Cretan waters continue daily asking for 
definite Instructions from their respec- 
tive KovornoiQuta. They have urgently 
advised the appointment of a European 
.governor, as they are incapable of ruling 
the island, 


It iu n remarkable fact that Oo). Vae- 


aoa :md the Greaka inspire the greatest 
sympathy among all 'the foreign corres- 
pondents, the futile measures of the 
powers being daily denounced. 


Air. Gladstone has written another 


letter on Cretan affaire and with refer- 
ence to the concerto! Europe. He says 
the attitude of the powers recalls the 
days of CADI (Broach and Metier ntch, 
when Greene was unable to bay arma- 
ments in Europeon credit, while Turkey 
had no dilllcuUy whatever in doing so. 


It is stated that Greece will try to 


laiao an international lonn.of £1,030,000. 


The reports that Greek insurgents 


haVO already crossed the / Macedonian 
frontier, turn out to be incorrect,. 


A well Informed diplomat at Vicuna 


•declares that the powers are determined 
to maintain the blockade of Greece if 
that nation declares war and thus de- 
prive her of one of her moat formidable 
raeaiis of attack. 


A report from Athens nays that a son 


of Admiral Harris, the British com- 
mander in Cretan waters, has arrived 
there as a volunteer. It is understood 
that Russia has stopped Turkey's nego- 
tiations to sell the islaud of Crete La 
Greece, by a threat to occupy Anatola if 
the negotiations are preaisted in. 


In connection wi th the warlike aspect 


of affaire in Europe and South Africa, it 
is significantly announced that Lord 
Wolesloy. the British Commander-in- 
chief, accompanied by Uia aul-de-camp, 
will soon start for Gibraltar in order to 
inspect that fortress. 


The details of Preakleut Kruger's 


•claim iiKa.net Great Britain lor iudoin- 
nity, aa u result ot the Transvaal raid, 
are now daiinitoly known. la addition 
to the sum of .C677,033, which is said to 
be the expense which the railway and 
telegraph companies, burghers, etc., 
suffered, the Transvaal demands £1,000,- 
000 for moral and intellectual damage. 
This appears as a separate and addi- 
tional item.

to Australia. 


SAN FKANCISCO, April 3.—When the 


steamer Maripoaa sailed this evening for 
Australia all hope seemed to'dle in Frank 
Butlor, who waa started out back to the 
scene of bis many crimes. For the lirat 
;ime sinco his arrest he began to show 
marked signs of trepidation and to reat- 
ze that he had utterly failed to .deceive 
the authorities or tbe public with Ma 
many conflicting statements concerning 
his past life. Tbe calling of the steamer 
was delayed by tbe tardiness of eastern 
and European mails, necessitating sev- 
eral postponements. 
A crowd sur- 


rounded the connty jail all day to see 
Butler's start on his journey to jnet.ce. 
They had * long wait, for tbe multi-mur- 
derer was not taken aboard the Mariposa 
until the last moment. Before leaving 
the jail he waa handcuffed to the two 
Australian detectives 'and driven as 
quickly ao possible to the dock, where 
he was hurried, into the specially 
equipped prisoner's room smidehipa.

Only Five Per Cent of the Native 


Horses Really Serv- 


iceable. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 3.—It ia more 


than probable that a new market is 
about to open for the great herds of 
range horaea of the Pacific coaat. Since 
tho close of "the China-Japanese war the 
Japanese government has boen ronru 
i/.ing ito army, and from now on a large 
cavalry force ia to bo maintained. Pre- 
vious to the war tbe Japanese cavalry 
waa about 20,000 atrong and was anp- 
plied from government hone breeding 
establishments. When, however, at thu 
outbreak of hostilities drafts were made 
upon these establishments, it was found 
that only 5 per cent of tho animals wore 
really serviceable. 


Ollii'-ials at Tokio have recently he«n 


considering the email, weedy, ranee 
animala of Australia and it ia Baid that 
when United States Consul Belo, at 
Melbourne, learned of tliia fact, be 
called attention to the American ranee 
horses as being even better suited to the 
needs of the Jaffaneee government. 


Several Japanese residents in tliia city 


who are authorities on the mat-tor, and 
who have made a study of Japanese 
horaeB and tho Japanese people ae horae- 
men, are emphatic in their indorsement 
of the American range horse. 


President Tetontaro Aaki,of the Yoko- 


hama Specie bank of tliia city, said to- 
day that undoubtedly the American 
horse will fill all requirements. 


"The horae moat suitable for the Jap- 


anese cavalry," he said, "should be an 
tough as rawhide, not over gentle and 
not tort dainty in the matter of fodder. 
I would unhesitatingly recommend that 
tbe best horses for the home government 
could be eelected from herdo that thrive 
BO well on the plains of Eastern Waah* 
iogton, in Oregon, California and tho 
other mountain states. H only remains 
for those moat interested to bring the 
matter prooarly before the Japanese 
(tovornment in order to open up a big 
market for those animala."

Bismarck's Birthday.

BKUUN, April 3.—Aa laid bare by the 


emigration bill which the government 
baa submitted to the reichatag, it will 
hereafter be tbe settled policy of the 
government to direct the stream of Ger- 
man emigration elsewhere than to tne 
United States. During the recent cabi- 
net aeaaion five out of the six members 
present declared themselves in accord 
with the aims of the Fangerman associa- 
tion and the Colonial party, namely: 


To found in the future, so far aa cir- 


cam stances permit, large German colo- 
nies of an agricultural and industrial 
character in South and Central Ameri- 
can countries, where the autonomous and 
uniform makeup of the colonies will not 
be politically interfered with. The gov- 
ernment will encourage and prosper as 
much as possible by money grants and 
political intervention wherever required, 
those companies aiming at aettliuK such 
colonies. The firetcompany waoorgan- 
ized on Wednesday at Hamburg with 
the title of Hansetlc Colonization Com- 
pany. Ita capital ie 1,100,000 marka. 
Thia company becomes the heir of the 
aeaeta and privileges of the Hamburg 
Colonial Society of 1894, including a ter- 
ritory of about 1,700,000 acres of fertile 
lands in the Brazilian state of Santa 
Oatftrina. 
The company's grant includes a rail- 


way from San Francisco bay to tbe Ger- 
man colonies of Blumenau and Jeons- 
ville, the Brazilian government getting 
3 per cent of the capital required to con- 
struct the railroad. 


The reicbstag next fall will be asked 


for appropriations for the purpose of 
aiding tbe ache me of Admiral Tierpilz, 
who replaces Admiral Von Hollmann .the 
secretary of the navy, during the letter's 
absence on sick leave. Admiral Tior- 
pilz is the reputed author of the gigantic 
naval plans and it ie practically certain 
that he will succeed Von Hollmann, 
who will be retired at the close of hin 
leave of absence, Thia dhows that the 
Kinperor ia determined to abandon bia 
naval scheme. The radical papers, how- 
ever, already declare that the roichslaj; 
will not grunt to Admiral Tier pi I z whut 
it refused to Admiral Von Hollmann. 
His Majesty will'now wait until next 
season, trusting that in tho meanwhile 
public opinion will grow more favorable 
to his ideas.

Senator A. J. Pedlar was questioned 


yesterday concerning tho county govern- 
ment hill which the governor signed laat 
rhuraday. Tho'-salarlesol Fresno county 
olliciala under tho new bill have already 
been published in the REI'DIILICAK. The 
only changes made since then are the 
reduction ol the salary ol tho under 
sheriff from $1800 to »1500 per annum 
and provisions lor another deputy for 
the surveyor and one lor the tax collec- 
tor at $75 a mouth each. The provisions 
pertainimr to aalaries do not go into 
effect nntil 1809. 
. . 
Mr Pedlar expressed the opinion that 


the new law is the best that baa over 
beenpaaaed. The bill waa introduced, 
exactly as it went to the governor's 
hands in 1895, but a number ol changes 
were made. On the whole, however, it 
is substantially the same, and the Sena- 
tor conaidera it a very good measure. 
Among the amendments of interest to 


Fresno county is one providing that the 
sheriff shall have the naming of the 
overseer ol the chaingang should the 
supervisors decide such an official to be 
necessary.

An important change and one that is 


» step toward better business methods 
and will promote economy, is that the 
new law requires the board of super- 
visors to advertise separately for plans 
and specifications and lor bids lor the 
construction ol bridges, buildings, etc.

It is euch un eaoy matter to grow 


email frniis in California that it teems 
•trance any family that baa a email spot 
of ground does not raise all of them if 
can nee. Especially ia 'thie the case in 
Fresno county under our syetem of irri 
gation. 


The blackberry, I think, ia more gen^ 


erally uro>vn than any other variety o 
small fniiis, and probably i?tbe poores 
in quality of all onr email fruits erown 
in ihisp*rtot California. To raise the 
best olaotbarry you should have deep 
rich soil, and if it ia not naturally rich 
the Boil eliould be made rich by supply 
ing an abundance of manure. It is n 
nee to plant blackberries where the 
cannot he irrigated on abort notice, a 
they are a plant that requires a area 
deal of water during the fruiting season 
A few days of diougth at the time tb 
fruil commences to ripan will destro 
the entire crop. 
Bla-jfcbsrriea should be planted sotha 


the ni-vE ate S teet apart, end 3 fee 
apatt m the rows. The rows will soo 
fill with tinnus, but tbe distance of 
feet apart should bo maintained as nea 
as possible so the cultivating can b 
done with a horse.

Tbe dewberry is a member of th 


blackberry familyt but is BO much belt 
than tbe blackberry that there ia t 
comnaribcm between them. The de 
berry vine runs on the ground and bea 
its fine ludcious froit near the grouu 
It ia not an uncommon thing to pic 
dewberries one aud a half inches loi 
•nd three-quarters of an inch in dim 
eter. For canning purposes they a 
much superior to the blackberry, as the 
hold their flavor in cooking. The dew 
berry IB au immense yielder and easy 
cultivation, nud does not require tb 
amount of water that the Olackber 


' does. It should he planted and cul 
rated tho oame as the blackberry. 
It 


trimmed by catting the canes abo 
uiffhtueii inuhea from the root with 
iharp Epvie or shovel, and should 1 
around tho plant like the epokes of 
wagon wheel around tbe hub.

ior tbe last two yeara. It is a red rasp- 
berry of the Cuttibart family and ia ae 
firm as the Blackcap and as prolific as 
the Outtibert, and can be taken to 
market in good condition. The Hhafer 
ie a fine purple berry and would succeed 
nicely here it it were not for the white 
scale. The vines eoon become infested 
with the scale and then they quit bear- 
ing and look aickly. 1 don't think that 
it wouid pay to epray them. It would 
be better to plant a variety that the 
Bcaledoes not trouble. I have never 
seen a ecale on any of the red varieties 
of the raspberry. 
I have tbe Japanese wine berry in 


fruiting. It wai advertised all over the 
United States a few years ago aa some- 
thing wonderful. The cases are covered 
with thorns and tbe fruit grows in a 
busk, nnd when yon pick it out of tbe 
huak yon have a berry of the raspberry 
family, about tbe size of a pea, nnd 
hardly worth eating. I have branded 
it aa a humbug and not worth, cnltivat- 


, 
f had tried several times to grow cur- 


rants and gooseberries, but could uotcet 
either to live a year on account of our 
long hot eummor. But five or six years 
ago I received a few cuttings of the Crau< 
dall seedling currants in order to test 
them in this climate. I have found them

could 
desire 
aB a good 


number one fruit. They are blue in 
color, and aome of the berries are as 
large aacherries. They are very prolific. 
The bushes bend to tbe ground with 
their load of fruit, and grow from four 
to six t«et high. I think for canning 
purposes they are superior to the black 
Tartarian cherry, which the flavor re 
Mmbta, and for jellies I don't think 
they have any superior. They are easy 
to propagate and appear to be at home 
in this climate, as they grow the entire 
Bummer. The fruit ripens in August. 


Nicholas Longworth said that he had 


no doubt the Lord could have created a 
better (rut than the strawberry, bnt he 
knew til ir ui« L-jrd never did create a 
better fruit, and I suppose that tbe 
of us will auree with Mr. Longworth 
that tho strawberry is the queen of al 
the small fruits. In California, as in no 
other stBto, wr> CP-TI have Btrawberrie 
nearly tho entire v«ar.
